All was in readiness today at the

A sufficient number of applica- 
tions to fill every one of the 23,000 
reserved grand stand seats for 
each of the three proposed games, 
Oct. 7, 8 and 9, were drawn --om 
the heap of envelopes yesterday 
afternoon. The rest of the appli- 
cations, about half of the 60,000 
or more which were sent in ith 
remittances, will be returned to 
the senders. 

Club officials announced today 
that it would be useless at this time 
to send in more applications. The | 
few belated ones that straggled in 
today will be among the number 
returned. : 

The applications drawn yesterday |

will be mailed to the applicants.

panied by a cashier’s check, certi- 
fied check or money order for 
$16.75, for one seat for. three | 
games, or $33.25 for two seats.

So far the results have been good. 

Enters Psychology. 

Psychology starts its work im- 
mediately or as soon as a candidate 
reports. Prof. Coleman Gritucn 1s 
in charge of this department ‘for 
athletes, who are examined  care- 
fully. Then a report is made to 
Coach Zuppke, various complexes 
are treated and the mental make- 
up of each man is known.

Several other interesting experi- 
ments are being tried, but have 
not been announced. 

Then there is the ‘‘orange squad.” 
After each practice, those who are 
classed as “regulars” are given a 
glass of pure orange juice. This 
is designed to whip up their ap- 
petite. 

Zuppke Is Pessimistic. 

Although there are 13 letter- 
men back in the fold, ZuppkKe has 
pronounced the outlook as dark 
for the Illini this year.

MYTHS OF THE CAMPAIGN. | 

It would be impossible to debunk a great political 
campaign such as that in which the people of the 
United States are engaged. Myths are very persis- 
tent, and they gain in stubbornness from the passions 
of the people. 

In the recent election which sent the Labor party 
out of power in England there was an excellent ex- 
ample of the extent to which pure myth can affect 
the result. The opposition made public a letter which 
it claimed had been sent to England by Zinovieff, an 
official of the Russian Government. This letter di- 
rected the communists in the British Isles to prose- 
lyte in the army and thus paralyze the defenses of 
England against a popular uprising. It was never 
charged that the Labor party had anything to do with 
the letter, which has subsequently been proved false. 


MEXICO’S NEW PRESIDENT. 


Portes Gil, Mexico’s newly appointed provisional 
President to succeed Calles, has a good record in 
Mexico and, although still a young man (he was born 
in 1891), is apparently qualified for the job. He is a 
disciple of Calles, having been an official of Sonora 
while Calles was Governor, and is likely to carry out 
Calles’ policies. His experience is largely legisla- 
tive and administrative, and thus offers a contrast 
to the pronouncedly military types that, with the ex- 
ception of Calles, have dominated Mexico since the 
fall of Diaz in 1910. 

Gil (his name is pronounced “Heel”) served four 
terms in the National Congress, being first elected 
in 1917, when he was 26 years old. In 1924 he was 
elected Governor of Tamaulipas, having served six 
months as provisional Governor in 1920. One of the

The Art Museum. 
OUR recent editorial, in which you 


give advice to the Board of Control 
of the Art Museum in regard to the 
selection of the successor to the late’ 
Samuel L. Sherer does not indicate that 
-the Post-Dispa@ch has greately appre- 
ciated or accurately estimated the pres- 
ent standing of our Art Museum. In 
giving advice, would it not have been, 
perhaps, more happy if you had esug- 
gested that the Museum needs a man 
who combines, first the qualities of Mr. 
Sherer and second those of Halsey C. 
Ives? 

It would be difficult to estimate the 
true value of Mr. Sherer’s services to 
the Art Museum. From an indifferent 
collection, .so indifferent indeed, that 
during the visit of Theodore Roosevelt 
to the city some 20 years ago, Mr. Roose- 
velt expressed the desire to be taken to 
see the private collection of Mr. Bixby 
rather than that of Art Hill—in 20 years, 
largely through Mr. Sherer’s tireless ef- 
forts, the Museum has grown into one of 
the best well-balanced collections in the 
United States. Serving first with the 
greatest devotion as a member of the 
Board of Control, during which time his 
services actually assured the propor- 
tions of the real directorship and finally 
as the actual director, Mr. Sherer set 
an example as a public-spirited citizen 
and a faithful official that has seldom 
been equaled. It was with regret that 
one fai‘ed to find in your editorial a

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AN INTERESTING MOVIE. 
“The Patriot,” a movie on view. this week at the 
Missouri, is a vivid picture of Russia under the reign 
of Paul I. Paul was the son of Catherine the Great 
and her half-witted husband, Peter III. He must 


j have had a very unhappy childhood, for his father 


denied his legitimacy and his mother, the Empress, 
not only treated him very severely but strove to pre- 
vent his succession to the throne. How bitterly Paul 
felt about his mother was shown when, upon assum- 
ing the throne, he drove her numerous favorites from 
court and punished the men who were said to have 
murdered his father with Catherine’s connivance and 
consent. 

The movie pictures the last days of Paul’s reign, 
when the bitterness of his youth and his ancestral 
taint had transformed him into a madman. There 
is ample basis in history for the depiction of his 
murderous cruelty toward his subjects, his savage ca- 
prices toward those who surrounded him and a suspi- 
ciousness so highly developed as to amount to para- 
noia. It is a fast-moving and brilliantly told story, 
and Emil Jannings, in the role of Paul, leaves little 
to be desired. 

Early in his reign, it is true, Paul strove to rule 
beneficently, and there are many good marks on his 
record, such as the release of the Pole, Kosciusko, 
from prison, according to peasants a form of legal 
recognition for the first time, forcing large land own- 
ers to be more humane in the treatment of serfs, and 
so on. But as time went on he was undone by his 
refusal to brook any restraint of his arbitrary powers, 
and by his mad fear of treachery. History shows his 
son, Alexander, to have been part of the conspiracy to 
induce him to abdicate, though the movie absolves 
him of any part in it. 

“The Patriot” shows that the movies need sacrifice 
nothing in thrilling action and fairly accurate char- 
acter depiction to be an educational force. It is 
notable, moreover, that two of the greatest revenue- 
producing movies ever made were likewise on his- 
torical subjects. We refer to “The Birth of a Na- 
tion” and “The Two Orphans,” the latter being the 
story of the French Revolution. We hope producers 
will be encouraged to continue going to history for 
scenarios.

One of our correspondents thinks the letter by Na- 
villus in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch was a classic.

To destroy the con- 
tribution of these groups would be to take away 
something important from our too barren civili- 
zation. If the folk lore and the culture of these 
races were obliterated, the nation would lose 
instead of gaining. 
Depriving the newcomer of the guidance of his 
racial group—if that were possible—would be to nar- 
row his chance of culture and lessen his means of 
understanding his new’ surroundings. Disintegra- 
tion of racial groups is in any case inevitable; propin- 
quity ever gnaws at their edges. But the process 
is healthiest and involves least harm to the indi- 
vidual and the community when it is gradual and 
natural, not hastened by tactless “Americanizers,” 
stoking the fires of the melting-pot.

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YES-MEN AND THE KAISER. 


The following incident as reported by the mag- 
azine Time occurred recently at the chateau in Hol- 
land where ex-Kaiser Wilhelm is spending his de- 
clining years dreaming of past grandeur and, as the 
incident reveals, of the grandeur to come. 

It is a custom of the Kaiser to ask his guests 
what signs they have observed that the German 
people have tired of republican rule and are eager 
for the restoration of the Hohenzollern dynasty. The 
question, of course, is usually answered to the 
Kaiser’s satisfaction, that is, he is assured that the 
German people are yearning for the monarchy. 

" Field-Marshal Mackensen, noted for his brilliant 
campaigns on the Eastern front, having arrived at 
Doorn to pay his respects, was asked to give his 
testimony. “There is not the slightest evidence,” 
replied Mackensen, “that the people desire Your 
Majesty's return.” With that flash of temperament 
for which he is noted, the Kaiser stalked from the 
room, only to return a moment later with this 
incongruous sally: “You have shown lack of proper 
respect appearing before me not in uniform.” 

Mackensen had a reply ready. “That,” said he, 
“is forbidden by Dutch law, Sire. What I told 
you of the sentiments of the people is true. I «see 
that I must take my leave.” 

All his life the Kaiser has been surrounded by 
obsequious yes-men and he has never learned the 
value of such manly, courageous advisers. It was 
Bismarck who offended him in his resplendent 
youth and it is Mackensen who enrages him in 
his tottering decline, yet a half-dozen advisers like 


these no doubt would have averted the downfall of 


the Hohenzollern dynasty.

PAIN’S “three months” Dictatorship is 
§ busty celebrating its fifth anniversary 

as we go to press, and it cannot be said 
that Spanish joy is unconfined. Primo de 
Rivera answered his King’s call to power 
on Sept. 13, 1923, proclaiming that he would 
require at most 90 days to apply his blunt 
soldier’s remedy to Spanish ills and re- 
store his country to health again. He has 
remained five years, and lately intimated 
that he plans to stay for five years more. 
The yoke of dictatorship, never so irking 
in Spain as it has proved in countries far- 
ther to the East, perhaps sits no more 
awkwardly on Spanish shoulders today than 
it did five years ago; but Spaniards are 
wearying of a regime whose task, though 
admittedly temporary, seems never to get 
done, and are growing impatient with a 
Dictator who always breaks his promise to 
resign.

At the beginning of the summer, it was 
whispered throughout the country that 
Primo’s relinquishment of power was close 
at hand. The Dictator, a widower weary 
of a soldier’s life, was about to take to wife 
a Spanish Countess, Senorita Mercedes de 
Castellanos. He was thought to be afflict- 
ed with a grave stomach ailment—some 
said diabetes—that caused him great suf- 
fering and required the strictest diet. He 
badly needed rest from five years’ strain. 
Consequently, when a Bilbao newspaper 
Supposedly close to the Government printed 
a positive statement that immediately after 
his marriage the Dictator would resign, the 
news was accepted as authoritative. Even 
those journals most favorable to the Dic- 
tatorship, such as El] Debate, at the same 
time that they lauded Primo’s’ achieve- 
ments, were ungracefully fervent in their 
approval of the plan. 

Then, as. quickly as a conjurer turns ‘a 
card, the face of the situation was com- 
pletely reversed. Primo from a sickbed 
broke his engagement, charging his fiancee 
with gambling on the stock exchange at the 
expense of his own prestige; affirmed his 
intention to remain at his post; and de- 


nounced his political opponents anew. A 


few weeks later, reports of a fresh revolu- 
tionary plot trickled out of Spain to give 
point to the Dictator’s denunciation—a p!ot 
in which a thousand “preventive” arrests 
were reported tq have been made and the 
King’s life threatened by.a bomb. The hope- 
ful days of the early summer were over, 
and the Dictatorship was back in the same 
position it had occupied for half a decade 
past.

“As far as I personally am concerned,” 
said Primo at this time, “I could leave my 
office today covered with glory, and retain- 
ing at least a part of my health. If I stay 
at the head of the Government for five 
years more, I risk that glory and I def- 
initely compromise my health. When I] 
Bee the decadence which shamed Spain in 
the past ready to spring tip again, however. 
[ am ready to make this new sacrifice for 
my country.” 

His enemies say that in thus using the 
necessity of beating down a new wave of 
opposition te justify his retention of power, 
Primo admits the failure of his five years’ 


rule. Most European observers, however, 
consider his — to be as strong as it 
has ever been. e felt quite safe, for in- 
stance, in allowing the Spanish Socialist 
party to meet openly at Hendaye, close to 
the French border, late this summer. The 
Socialists seized the opportunity to fulmin- 
ate and call him bad names, characterizing 
his regime as “the most unscrupulous ever 
known in Spain!” but nothing. happened. 
The hope that the King might be counted 
upon to cast down the Dictator he had 
called to power seems also vanished. For 
Alfonso, on the occasion of the official 
opening of the new trans-Pyrenean railway 
between France and Spain a few months 
ago, backed his Prime Minister in words 
that rang with _ sincerity. The King’s 
speech was hailed as especially significant 
because, although in the past he has in- 
variably used French in such international 
ceremonies, this time he chose to speak 
in Spanish, as though to emphasize the fact 
that he was weighing his words carefully 
and wished them to reach his own people 
without being garbled by translators. 
o * & 


It seems clear that the weakness of the 
Spanish Dictatorship lies not in any doubt 
of its ability to maintain itself, but in the 
fact that it does not constitute, as Fascism 
does in Italy, a constructive political sys- 
tem, or for that matter pretend to be a 
political system at all. The two dictatorial 
regimes are as different as the two men 
who head them. Primo de Rivera has 
neither the brains nor the aggressive per- 
sonality of Mussolini, who means to set up 
anew system of government for the years 
to come, He has only good humor, good 
will, a politically passive people to deal 
with; and his regime, far from laying the 
foundations of the future, is merely acting 
as a stopgap for the present. The Duce's 
chance for lasting glory, if he has one, lies 
in the possibility that he may establish a 
system of government that will outstay his 
own life. Primo’s rule, on the other hand, 
is admittedly only a transition period be- 
tween the anarchy of 1923 and the setting 
up of a new constitutional order. It is 
Spain’s tragedy that the new order is no 
nearer today than it seemed five years ago. 
and that the transition is an interlude that 
leads to nothing. 

Even the most politically passive of peo- 
ples tires some day of being led nowhere. 
Even the most complacent of governments 
cannot mark time forever. As His Excel- 
lency, Don Miguel Primo de Rivera y Or- 
baneja, Marquis of Estrella, President of 
the Council of State, Grandee of Spain, and 
Lieutenant of the Armies enters his sixth 
year of power, l’Espagne, to modify a fa- 
mous Frenchman’s phrase, s’ennuie. If 
trouble comes to Miguel, it will be a revolt 
again boredom rather than an_ uprising 
against oppression.
